fifths of th** width of the street Shall 
!**• obstructed thereby, and no person 
or persons shall place or cause to re 
main, any such material as is herein 
described upon any of the streets of 
this city, except within the provisions 
and limits herein set forth.” 
“No person having charge of any 
wagon or other vehicle shall be al­ 
lowed to distract, therewith the free 
passage of any of th** streets, alleys 
I or public grounds of this c ity.” 
For the violation of the provisions 
of the foregoing ordinances a penalty 
of from $1 to $50 is fixed.

Martin Dickey, of Helena, was per­ 


haps fatally injured at the East End 
flint mill 
yesterday 
afternoon. His 


escape from Instant death was very 
narrow. 
A gash several 
inches 
In 
length was cut across his stomach, 
and one rib was broken. 
Mr. Dickey Is a carpenter. He was 
working near a large cylinder 
rip 
saw. 
An oak hoard. 15 feet in length. 
which was lying near the saw on the 
opposite side, in some way came in 
contact with the cylindrical tool, which 
was turning at lightning speed. The 
board was thrown over the saw with 
terrific force and Dickey barely had 
goods and , tjnu» 
turn 
one side when the 
hoard struck him, knocking him off 
his feet aud inflicting the wounds, His 
physician states that lf the hoard had 
struck him fair in the pit 
of 
the 
stomach death would have been 
al­ 
most instantaneous. 
His quick turn 
sidewise saved him. 
Dickey was rendered unconscious 
by ttic* force of th** blow. The wound 
inflicted on the abdomen 
was 
not 
deep, being more in the form of a 
bruise than a cut. 
Dr. W. E. Mowen was summoned 
and the injured man was resuscita­ 
ted. after which he was removed to 
his 
home 
in 
Helena, 
where 
his 
wounds wen* 
dressed. 
He 
rested 
comparatively well during th** night 
and his condition was unchanged this 
morning. 
It is Impossible as yet to 
determine to what extent Mr. Dickey 
was injured Internally, or what the 
result of the accident may he. 
It is 
thought that he will recover. 
Mr. Dickey Is well known, having 
resided In th** East End for several 
years.

Tse like raspber­ 
ry shrill!, one teaspoonful or two to a 
j tumblerful of water. 
Raspberry Vinegar.—Mash two quarts 
of raspberries in an earthen vessel. 
Put them in a large stone bottle or jar 
ami pour over them two quarts of good 
: strong vinegar. Cork the jar slightly 
and let tin' juice distill in the sun two 
or i bree weeks; then filter clear and 
buttle, corking it well.

Oatmeal Drink.—Put into a large pan 
a quarter of a pound of fine fresh oat­ 
meal. six ounces of white sugar and 
half of a lemon cut into small pieces. 
Mix with a little warm water, thou 
pour over it one gallon of boiling wa­ 
ter, stirring all together thoroughly, 
and iim* when cold. 
Lemonade Sirup.—With one pound of 
sugar mix the grated yellow rind of six 
lemons, moisten the sugar with as 
much water as it will absorb and boil 
it to a < lear sirup.

000 in all. to bis new workshop. 
Tb** collection of this library had 
been bis fad, bis recreation, for 50 
years. 
II** bad spent upon It over 
$15CUHIO. 
When be was but 12 years 
obi. be had a lit ti** library of HCH * vol 
limos. 
That w a s tin* nucleus from 
which bas sprung this historical and 
philosophical library, probably the most 
complete 
private collection 
In 
this 
country along ihese lines. John Fiske’s 
life was silent in his library. 
For 25 
year* he hail scarcely moved out of it. 
except 
when oil 
bis lecture 
tours. 
Among bis Imoks, reaching In double ‘ 
and triple rows from floor to ceiling in ; 
the big central room of his house, he J 
found Ids only recreation. 
The only exercise lie took was to 
pace; from Ids little working alcove, j 
wall**d in by books, out to Ids conserv- ! 
a tory on the south veramln, which also 
adjoined the library. 
Ii was a pathway 20 feet long. Here 
was John Fiske’s world. 
It was here 
that be wrote those delightful “Excur­ 
sions of ail Evolutionist” that have 
given to so tunny iheir best ideas of 1 
evolution aud the wonders of nature. 
Here bis "Dcsti.i.v of .Man” was con- 
ceived aud executed, as well as ilia* 
masterly treatise on “Cosmic Philo* 
opliy.” 
Iu the little alcove, 
looking out j 
through a vine wreathed window’ upon 
a bit of lawn and a row’ of poplars’ on 
a quiet side street, most of bis his­ 
tories. too. were written, such as “The 
Beginnings of New England,” “The 
Discovery of America," "Old Virginia 
aud Her Neighbor*,” “The American 
Revolution. 
The War For Independ­ 
ence” and many others. 
Professor John II. Wright of Hat 
van! university will supervise the pub 
Boation of tile historian’s last books. 
In the search which will be made for 
hidden literary treasures muuy Imper 
taut tilings are expected to be brought 
to light. 
Letters from Darwin, Hux­ 
ley, Haeckel. Spencer, are known ti^be 
tucked away somewhere. 
These he 
never showed to anybody, not even to 
members of bis own family, but th** 
intimate terms that he had with all 
these eminent men abroad are well 
known. 
With Herbert Spencer in par­ 
ticular he kept up a correspondence to 
the la«t. What inspiring thoughts they 
interchanged may yet be brought out 
in a book of letters aud memoirs. 
But there are other indications of 
h o w b«* kept in touch with those kin­ 
dred souls of the world of science and 
philosophy. On some of the shelves 
nearest to bis sesu at the desk were 
w hole rows of books of each of those 
men. not less than a dozen of Dar­ 
win's: long lines of volumes of Spell 
eer from earliest to latest editions, 
and the same of Huxley and Haeckel. 
John Stuart Mill’s numerous contribu­ 
tions to philosophy and Bain’s “Emo­ 
tions and the Will" all show bow deep- 
ly Mr. Fiske delved into aud lived in 
th** philosophical world. 
Sifting at ibis same little alcove desk, 
where he had worked almost daily fur 
25 years, he could put bis hand on quite 
a different set of books. They were the 
historical ones. on Salem witchcraft. 
on early colonial history of New Eng 
laud, tho Quaker colonies. Virginia and 
French Canada, such hooks as can be 
bought In no bookstore now and found 
in but few libraries. These were his 
working reference books. 
To get to another of his treasure cor­ 
ners lie bad but to rise and take a few 
strides across the room to bis folklore 
section. Out of this collection of trade 
Pions, from east. west, north and south 
iii America, and from all parts of the 
old world in French, German. Spanish. 
Italian. Greek,‘Polish and Sanskrit, he 
had gleaned his data and his inspira­ 
tion for his "Myths and Myth Makers.” 
All this goes to show why John 
Flake's library was his world. 
Here 
he would come after his breakfast at 
8 o'clock in the morning. 
He would 
write until 12 or I o’clock.

ANOTHER DEAD SEA. 


Cartons Hotly of Water Discovered 
fry Explorer Sura Bedin, 
The Swedish explorer Sven Hedlti 
has discovered a very curious lake Iii 
Tib?t, says the Revue Sclentlflque, 
which Ii** describes as follows: 
"It Is a very large sheet of water, 
hitherto unknown—si new Dead gen­ 
al most as Interesting as that of Pales­ 
tine. It Is one of the strangest sheets 
of water that I have ever seen. It Is of 
enormous extent, but not very deep. To 
sail on It you have to W’alk through it 
on foot for a kilometer (over half a 
nil Ie 1 from the edge to reach th** bout. 
Then the boat must he dragged another 
kilometer, so that a distance of two 
kilometers must la* traversed from th** 
shore before the boat, with its equip­ 
ment, can he really floated. 
“ But the most curious and most re­ 
markable feature of this inland sea is 
th** incredible quantity of salt that it 
contains. 
The Ism tom is a compact 
mass of snit. on w hose rough surface it 
Is very disagreeable to walk, as one 
must do to reach the boat. The boat It­ 
self. our oars, our clothes, were all as 
white as chalk, aud when drops of the 
water fell ou Hie ground they left glob­ 
ules behind them, as if they were sap 
from a candle. 
It Is not remarkable 
that this sea and Its neighborhood are 
as sterile as the Dead sea of Palestine.’’

When he " a s hut 12 years 
old, he had a little library of ‘JOO vol 
tunes. 
That was the nucleus from 
which has sprung this historical aud 
philosophical library, probably the most I 
complete 
private 
collection

country along these lines. John Fiske's 
life was silent in his library.

ye:,in lie had scarcely moved out of it.

ANOTHER DEAD SEA. 


C arlnn* Roily o f W a le r U lic o v r r r d 
tty (e x p lo re r Stet* lle d ln . 
The Swedish explorer Sven lied Iii 
has discovered a very curious lake Iii 
Tibst, says the Revue Bclcntifique, 
w hich he describes as follows: 
“It is a very large sheet of water, 
hitherto unknown—a new Dead sea— 
almost as Interesting as th at of Pales­ 
tine. It Is one of the strangest sheets 
of w ater that I have ever seen. It is of 
enormous extent, but not very deep. To 
sail on It you have to walk through it 
on toot for a kilometer (over half a 
mile) from the edge to reach the boat. 
Then the boat must be dragged another 
kilometer, so that a distance of two 
kilometers must bi* ira versed from tin* 
shore before Hie boat, with Its equip­ 
ment, can be really floated. 
“But tile most curious and most re­ 
markable feature of this inland sen is 
the Incredible quantity of salt that it 
contains. 
The tMittoiu is a compact 
mass of salt. on w hose rough surface it 
is very disagreeable to walk, as one 
must do to reach the boat. The boat It­ 
self. our oars, our clothes, were oil as 
w hite as chalk, and when drops of the 
water fell on the ground they left glob­ 
ules behind them, as if they were sap 
from a candle. 
It is not remarkable 
that this sea and Its neighborhood are 
as sterile as the Dead sea of Palestine.”

The collection of this library had 
been his fad. his merest ion, for 50 
years. 
II** had spent upon it over

When lit* was but 12 years 
old, he had a little library of 200 vol 
tunes. 
That was tin* nucleus from 
which has sprung this historical an*) 
philosophical library, probably the most 
complete 
private 
collection 
In 
this 
country along these lines. John Flske’s 
life was s|wiit iii his library. 
For 25 
years he had scarcely moved out of it. 
except 
aa hen on 
his 
lecture tours. 
Among iii* I HH *k s. reaching In double 
ami triple rows from floor to ceiling iii 
the big central room of his house, he 
fotiud his only recreation. 
Tile only exercise la* took avos to 
pace from his little working alcove, 
walled in I * a books, out to Ids conserv­ 
atory on the south veranda, \v Ii fell abo 
adjoined tin* library.

Sanskrit, be 
had gleaned his data aud his Inspira­ 
tion for his “ Myths and Myth Makers.”
